COLLEGE ENDOWMENT REFLECTS GROWTH 


Trustees make deferred giving attractive to donors 


In the ‘President’s Report and Report of 
Gifts’ recently mailed to all alumni and 
other friends, it was stated that the Col- 
lege’s endowment has increased during 
the past three years by 29 percent. 

Juniata’s financial growth directly re- 
flects the participation by alumni and 
friends in the College’s on-going deferred 
giving programs, specifically through gift 
annuities, life income contracts and be- 
quests. Each program offers, for the in- 
vestor, security, substantia! tax benefits, 
and splendid opportunities for financial 
planning. These programs add to the 
Stature and future strength of the College. 

In 1971 the Conference on Gift Annu- 
ities approved an increase in dividend 
rates on all annuities purchased after 
June 1, 1971, In keeping with this deci- 
sion, Juniata College increased its divi- 
dend rates. The new rates range from 
4% (single life, for those 35 and under) 
to a new high of 10% (single life, for in- 
dividuals 86 and over). This new rate 
represents a significant increase when 
compared to the 3%-8% range that was 
previously paid. 

Annuitants with Juniata have the ad- 
vantage of a guaranteed life income, an 
excellent rate of return on the initial 
gift, annuity payments which are largely 
tax-free income, tax deduction resulting 
from the initial gift, and finally, the per-

sonal satisfaction of participating in the 
College’s future development. 

The Board of Trustees recently author- 
ized establishment of a pooled income 
fund as another part of the College's 
deferred giving program. A unique advan- 
tage of the new pooled income fund, for 
which life income contracts are written, 
is the opportunity to invest appreciated 
securities. This enables an individual to 
shift investments without paying a pen- 
alty capital gains tax. 

Other advantages of the Life Income 
Contract are: opportunities for apprecia- 
tion both of securities and income; an 


annual income for life; the advantage of 
a diversified, professionally managed in- 
vestment portfolio; federal estate tax ad- 
vantages; and income tax charitable de- 
duction. 

Gifts to the pooled income fund are 
invested with a view to balancing an in- 
dividual’s need for income and for capital 
appreciation. It is expected that the fund 
assets can be invested to yield an annual 
return of at least 5% of the fund's fair 
market value. Although a Jevel of return 
cannot be guaranteed under current mar- 
ket conditions, little difficulty is antici- 
pated in achieving it. The investment of 
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the pooled income fund is under excellent 
management and is supervised by the 
Board of Trustees. 

Juniata’s endowment has been built 
upon bequests made by many generous 
friends over the years. When these do- 
nors planned their wills, they enjoyed the 
satisfaction of knowing that they would 
Share in the accomplishments and the 
promise of an even greater service to fu- 
ture generations. 

The time-honored method of passing 
on funds to Juniata College is through a 
bequest. In its simplest form, a will stipu- 
lates that Juniata is to receive a specified 
sum of money or a particular piece of 
property or a stated percentage of an 
estate. One can direct specifically how a 
bequest is to be used; for example, to 
add to Juniata’s library resources, to fund 
a room or building, to create a scholar- 
ship or to endow a professorship. 

A special concern of the current ad- 
ministration is the substantial increase 
of the endowment of the College. “‘In- 
creasing the endowment,” Dr. Stauffer 
has said, “will bring assurance of both 
Stability and educational quality.” The 
President’s Report, published last month, 
reflected the growth in the endowment 
by $830,325 since 1968 for a total of 
$3,664,710 in the College’s endowment 
fund. 


NEW APPOINTMENTS BRING ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES 


Robinson appointed acting dean of students 


Administrative 
changes have _ oc- 
curred at Juniata 
following the recent 
resignations of Vice 
President for Finan- 
cial Affairs John T, 
Fike ‘35, who estab- 
lished his own con- 
sulting firm in Flor- 
ida, and of Dean of 
Students Charles W. 
Schoenherr, who will become academic 
vice president of a college in Michigan. 

To fill the unexpected vacancy in stu- 
dent affairs, President Stauffer announced 
the appointment of Thomas B. Robinson 
‘66, administrative assistant to the presi- 
dent, as acting dean of students. Floyd 
A. Roller, business manager and control-

ler, will assume Fike’s responsibilities. 

Robinson is a 1966 graduate of Juni- 
ata with a master’s degree in higher edu- 
cation from Penn State where he is cur- 
rently completing his doctoral studies. 

President Stauffer noted that Robin- 
son's qualifications as Dean Schoenherr’s 
replacement include experience in stu- 
dent personnel, extensive student coun- 
seling and graduate studies. 

Robinson was appointed administrative 
assistant to the president in 1969. In 
1970-71 he was acting alumni secretary 
and associate director of development. 

A native of Williamsport, Pa., Roller 
is a graduate of Lycoming College and is 
presently completing requirements for 
his M.B.A. at Bucknell University. His ex- 
perience includes business management 
in public school systems and at Susque- 


hanna University. 

In his letter accepting Dr. Schoenherr’s 
resignation, President Stauffer said: 
“While your resignation is totally unex- 
pected, | recognize the legitimacy and 
necessity of your early departure in order 
that you may undertake your new respon- 
sibilities. From both a personal and pro- 
fessional point of view, | am pleased that 
you have been invited to take up the 
academic vice presidency of the new 
Mackinac College...” 

Dr. Schoenherr has been dean of stu- 
dents and associate professor of psychol- 
ogy since 1966. Prior to his appointment 
at Juniata he served as director of ad- 
missions at Wheaton College in Illinois 
where he also had been dean of men. 

A graduate of Wheaton, Dr. Schoen- 
herr received his M.A. from Northwest- 


ern University and his doctor of educa- 
vion degree from Teachers College, Co- 
lumbia University. 

It was with very deep regret, Presi- 
dent Stauffer said, that he accepted John 
Fike’s decision to resign; “. . . he has 
been largely responsible for the financial 
managemert of Juniata College for 19 
years. On behalf of the board of trustees 
and the college community, | want to ex- 
press our deep gratitude for his faithful 
and earnest efforts.’ 

Fike has served as treasurer of Juniata 
since 1952 and vice president since 1963. 
Following his graduation from Juniata he 
managed the Tire Retreading Company 
of Somerset, Pa. He operated the Fike 
Tire Service in Waynesboro from 1938 
until 1949 when he became business man- 
ager of Bridgewater College. _

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THE MAN WHO COUNSEL CAN BESTOW ... 


New campus minister stresses informality 


“But where’s the man who counsel can 
bestow, Still peas’d to teach, and yet 
not too proud to know?” The new campus 
minister, the Rev. Andrew Murray, may 
be the answer to Alexander Pope’s ques- 
tion. 

Andy Murray, who can be picked out 
of a crowd of students by the high 
domed tan hat he wears, resembles up- 
perclassmen in every other way, from 
corduroy trousers to beads around his 
neck. 

His informal appearance is deceptive 
for he fills a vital need in the lives of the 
Juniata student community. In keeping 
with the changes that have swept the 
nation’s campuses, confusing and depres- 
sing to some students and exhilarating 
and exciting to others, Murray is more 
counselor and teacher than preacher. 

For the most part his religious meet- 
ings are informal and he holds frequent 
interpersonal group sessions. ‘’Counsel- 
ing,” Murray says, “is the major part of 
my job.” 

In his counseling Murray runs into a 
sense of futility or helplessness in the 
students; many no longer believe in the 
values of their parents but they feel in- 
capable of changing society in any sig- 
nificant way. “There is an uneasy vacuum 
in their lives,’ he believes, “and students 
find both positive and negative methods 
of filling the vacuum which they feel.” 

As a teacher Murray is offering a 
course this spring called “Religion in 
Contemporary Society” as part of the reg- 
ular offerings of the department of reli- 
gion. 


Meanwhile the campus minister works 
closely with the new minister of the Stone 
Church of the Brethren, the Rev. Richard 
Landrum. Active in the affairs of the de- 
nomination, the campus minister preach- 
es in Huntingdon area churches, is vice- 
chairman of the Church Pastors Associa- 
tion and is a member of the Annual Con- 
ference Committee to study the future of 
Bethany Theological Seminary. 

Murray received his master of divin- 
ity degree from Bethany Theological Sem- 
inary where he was president of his class. 
He has been active in youth work. In 
Chicago he was youth minister at the 
Palos Park Presbyterian Church and he 
worked with the American Friends Ser- 
vice Committee. Before coming to Juni- 
ata College he was pastor of the Peace 





Church of the Brethren, Portland, Oregon. 

Murray believes that Juniata students 
are becoming more sensitive to the social 
needs of their world and he’d like to see 
a breaking down of the “mental and so- 
cial isolation” that sometimes exists on a 
campus. He finds students are seeking op- 
portunities to worship together in mean- 
ingful ways. 

When pressed for a capsule statement 
about his campus work he says if is “to 
instill in students a free and spontaneous 
love of fellow man and love of God.” 

With his attractive wife, Terry—also 
a Bridgewater College graduate—and 
two children, Kristin, 2% and Kimberly, 
3 months, Murray lives in the college 
manse on Seventeenth Street, Huntingdon.

President Stauffer’s announcement em- 
phasized the importance of the annual 
campaign and praised Coffman’s previous 
efforts on behalf of Juniata in Phase One 
of the $10,100,000 Margin of Difference 
campaign. 

“Each college year,” Dr. Stauffer says, 
“4s an act of faith in that we base our 
budget on the confidence that we have 
alumni and friends who will provide the 
support necessary to close the gap be- 
tween student fees and operating ex- 
penses.”’ 

Coffman introduced the goals of the 
current fund drive at a meeting of the 
class agents and alumni club presidents 
in October. He listed these objectives:

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TAYLOR FIRST ALTERNATE FOR NCAA SCHOLARSHIP 


Winter sports post losing seasons 
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Maurice Taylor has been an athletic and 
scholastic Jeader at Juniata. 


Juniata College offensive tackle, Maurice 
‘Mo’ Taylor has been selected as the first 
alternate for one of 33 NCAA Postgradu- 
ate Scholarships. He will receive one of 
the $1,000 stipends if any of the 33 se- 
nior football players selected from col- 
leges and universities around the nation, 
does not use the scholarship as soon as 
possible. Since the winners include John 
Musso of Alabama, Larry Jacobson of 
Nebraska, Jack Mildren of Oklahoma, and 
other “pro prospects,” Taylor has an ex- 
cellent chance of receiving a grant. 

A native of Baltimore and a graduate 
of Cardinal Gibbons High School, Taylor 
has achieved a nice balance between ath- 
letic and academic honors at Juniata.

A young Juniata wrestling team finished 
13th among 17 schools in the Middle At- 
lantic Wrestling Championships on Feb. 


25-26. Jim McCartney led the Indian 
grapplers with a fourth-place at 126 lbs. 

With six freshmen in the starting line- 
up, the Indians posted a 2-7 record for 
the season. A blizzard forced cancellation 
of the Feb. 19 triangular match with Leb- 
anon Valley and Muhlenberg, so the In- 
dians finished with decisions against Dick- 
inson (46-6) and Scranton (22-13), a one 
point loss to St. Francis (24-23), and a 
tough loss to Gettysburg. In the G-burg 
match freshman Keith Jones had Middle 
Atlantic champ Dave O’Bryon on his back, 
but he couldn’t force the pin which 
would have given Juniata a 19-18 deci- 
sion. The veteran O’Bryon escaped to 
gain a 6-5 win and a victory for G-burg. 

However, Jones came through with a 
pin to wrap up a 22-13 decision over the 
University of Scranton on Feb. 12. The 
Warren, N. J., freshman flattened huge 
Mark Kropiewniecki early in the second 
period to give Juniata its second win of 
the season.
